As between the two policies, namely 
tearing down the tariff wall 'and get- 
ting "quicker payments from Europe 
or keeping it high and accepting long- 
term adjustments of foreign "debts, 
President Coolidge has not publicly 
said a word, but his adherence to the 
protective tariff principle has been 
reiterated again and again as a suffl- 
'cent, answer. For Mr. Coolidge does 
"riot-think the injury to American pros- 
perity 'through a lowered tariff would 
be offset to any considerable extent 
by' trie payments on war debts. In 
other-words, he regards the tariff 
structure as an economic fact so Im- 
portant to American wealth that the 
payments -from abroad which would 
be accelerated seem as If they were 
a drop In the bucket In comparison. 


There Is, on the other hand, a con- 


stant pressure to make the president 
tee "the -wisdom of lowering the tariff 
wall to a certain extent so as to per-

BUSSES NEED REGULATION 


A tourist bus carrying women and chil- 


dren got out of control on a long hill at 
Spark Hill. X. Y.. crashed into the side of 
a building as it turned the corner on two 
wheels, and 10 persons were killed and 46 
injured, many of them seriously. 


There have been many bus accidents, 


one kind or another, in which persons 
were killed or injured. 
There will be 


many more. As yet. the operation of mo- 
tor busses is under very unsatisfactory 
regulation. 
This is particularly true in 


"Wisconsin and the conditions are probab- 
ly the same in other states. Practieally 
any person can operate a bus line in this 
state, regardless of his financial respon- 
sibility or. what is most important, of his 
moral responsibility. In this situation it 
is inevitable that incompetent and careless 
chauffeurs get into bus drivers' seats. 
Some of them are temperamentally unfit 
for the performance of this duty, some are 
inexperienced, etc., etc. 


Every person who operates a bus 


should be compelled to do so under a 
license and regulations which make him 
'financially accountable Jtor damage and 
loss of life or limb. Every employe he 


. - hires to operate a bus should be subjected 
r**** ™Tjf'

.^ 
to as strict an examination as is required 
by railroads for engineers. Finally, every 
machine operated should be compelled to 
nndergo thorough inspection at short in- 
tervals to determine the soundness of 
Eteering apparatus, brakes, etc. AVith- 
out these precautions and restrictions 
patrons of motor busses, as well as the 
public at large, are being subjected to 
unreasonable dangers. There is not one- 
tenth the danger from trains on railroads 
there is from automobiles on public high- 
ways, yet automobile operation does not 
receive one-tenth the care or precaution 
employed in railway operation. 


ABOLISH SLAVERY 


In some lands slavery of the most re- 


volting and inhuman kind still exists. 
Human beings are captured and sold: 
families We forcibly separated, never to 
see each other again: children are sold 
out of their mother's arms. 
Body and 


life are at the disposal of the buyer. Hu- 
man beings are bought and sold in the 
open market like any other commodity.

slavery. 
In some countries natives are

The nn.slav- 
ing of human beings and the existence of 
conditions analogous to slavery are mat- 
ters to which no great state can be indif- 
ferent, especially one which claims to in- 
fluence the ethical standards of the cen- 
tury. It is therefore gratifying that the 
American stato department K prepared to 
submit "observations'" at Geneva that

FARM CONDITIONS IMPROVE

department 
of 
agriculture's 


starvey 
found 
further 
improvement 


in the financial condition of farmers in 
1925 over the preceding three years, 
"frhile the improvement is only slight and 
applies mostly to farmers of certain clas- 
sifications, it indicates a gradual return to 
a healthier condition. 
However, much 


greater improvement must be made pos- 
sible in the very near future if the farm 
is to be kept from seriousness througS 
the inevitable desertion of manpower to 
more lucrative occupations. Farm popu- 
lation is said to be noticeably decreasing. 
In the past year alone the department of 
agriculture reports a falling off of 479.- 
000. The farm is too vital to the life of 
the nation to be permitted this constant 
decline. 


The means for proper aid for the farm- 


er may be difficult to determine, and to 
provide after being determined, but un- 
less some means are found, the farm will 
continue to backslide, and. in doing so. 
will take with it the strength and vitality 
of the nation. 


AVe have not outgrown the farm. 
Let 


us not get that idea. "We cannot yet live 
on synthetic food, laboratory prepared, 
and it is necessary for farms to exist in 
order that we may eat. Farms cannot 
exist unless they are profitable. They are 
not particularly profitable now. and, in 
fact, in some lines they are a losing propo- 
sition. 
The solution is obvious. 
Some 


method must be provided whereby farms 
can be made profitable. Congress, at the 
last session, made no progress with reme- 
dial legislation in that direction, but it is 
certainly one of the topics of'major im- 
portance which must b 
ve settled at the next 


session. 


POOR PARENTS

pleasure in finding new faults in this 
faultsome age for which they are respon- 
sible. They stand accused of the respon- 
sibility for the waywardness of youth, its 
peculiarities, its faults and its crimes.
